I 
have seen enough of this part of the world. 
I have seen many people and many sinners, 
but most of the latter. 
“The present social system, according te 
my opinion, 1s worse than the one that pre- 
vyailed at Sodom and Gomorrah. The social 
question is the mountain which we will 
have to climb. Politics is the greatest 
humbug in the world, especially in th 
great country. 
“IT have seen this great humbug for six 
years, and everybody In it wants to make 
money, and the ignorant working people 
still believe in it. 
“IT could write you much more, but I am 
disgusted. One thing I want to tell you 
is that a general revolution will take place 
which will change the system, but will not 
improve it. 
“If something should happen to me and I 
should depart from this world, you can have 
my trunk and tool kit. The tickets are in 
my coat. WM. 8S. SCHMIDT.”

NEGROES DISFRANCHISED. 


Denied Rights of Citizenship in the 
Creek Nation. 


PERRY,O.T., Aug. 6.—The final decree has 
been promulgated from Okmulgee, the cap- 
Ital of the Creek Nation, as it had been 
handed down by Judge Adams, Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the Nation, in 


the citizenship case. It strikes from the 
rolls of citizenship of the Nation the names 
of over 700 negroes. The decision held that 
the action of the Indian Council, after the 
paces e of the emancipation act by the 

nit States, in admitting the negroes to 
tribal relations, was unconstitutional and 
therefore at this time invalid. Since the 
assage of the act these negroes have drawn 
n annulties $1,000,000 from the Creek Gov- 
ernment; have held positions of official 
trust and have improved their farms and 
educated their chifdren at the Nation’s ex- 
ense for twenty years. From the decis- 
on of the court there is no appeal. The 
Interior Department has held to the same 
opinion in a similar case. The Dawes com- 


mission, which has been appealed to by the 
deposed negroes, claims tt has no ri to 
interfere with the decision of the Indian 


court. 


. HYPNOTIZED AND BURIED. 


The “Corpse” Came to Life and Madea

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 6.—Prof. 


Boone, a hypnotist, put J. I. Wyatt under 
his influence Tuesday and announced that 
he would bury his subject and revive him 


Friday. Wyatt had previously consented to 
the arrangement and the burial took place 
at Fairview Park Tuesday night, an air 
tube being passed down to where he lay. 
He was buried four feet under the ground 
and a guard placed at the grave. 

Shortly after noon Wyatt became con- 
scious, and realiz'ng his situation, began 
screaming like a wild man. He was hurriedly 
dug up and it was some time before he 
could be cooled down. 

He protested against a second interment, 
but Prof. Boone soon got him under con- 
trol, and Wyatt was again put down in his 
grave. The experiment is attracting much 
attention.

FANATICS IN OHIO. _—|. 


Three Leaders When Arrested 
Spat Upon the Justice. 


NELSONVILLE, O., Aug. 6.—New Pitts- 
burg, a mining camp a few miles from 
this city, is the scene of the most, atense 
religious excitement, bordering upon fanat- 
icism. The jleaders claim to be in per- 
sonal communication with the Lord and 
to act under instructions from Him.

The Hot Spell. 


The hot spell of the past 10 days brings 
to mind a remarkable fire and its cause 
which happened in the city of Troy early 
in July. The building was occupied by 
the well-known dry goods house of Cowles 
Bros. The center of the building is a 
great open rotunda, lighted from the roof 
by a vast glass cupola.

On investigation it 
was found that he had been standing in 
a ray of sunshine focused through a pro- 
truberance in the glass which formed a 
lens or burning glass. The mystery was 
at once bolved and the cause of the fire 
made plain, and now comes the most inter- 
esting part of the narrative.

The Government’s Policy Directed to 
Their Development. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 6.—Railway con- 
struction in various parts of the Repub- 
lic is actively going on and imports of 
English railway material, principally steel 
rails, are increasing. The policy of the 


Government is now directed to the develop- 
ment and completion in the most essen 
parts of the present railway system, the 
greatest lack of facilities being in Southern 
Mexico and along the west coast, which is 
agriculturally and minerally the richest 
rtion of the Republic. The Government 
n granting modifications of railway con- 
cessions allows on portions not subven- 
tioned rates which fully compensate in 
the opinion of railroad men for the profit 
to be derived_from the sunvsidies.

THE CONDUIT BILLS. 

The Post-Dispatch wants to see the 
overhead wires buried as soon as possible, 
but it does not appear that the Sutter 
and Keyes bills which the City Council 
has just passed are calculated to accom- 
plish that end and at the same time 
conserve the interests of the city. 

The Post-Dispatch has heretofore point- 
ed out that, under sec. 5 of the Sutter 
bill, the Subway Co. thereby authorized 
to lay conduits would be able to create a 
monopoly. That section stipulates that 
it must provide space for the wires of 
other persons or corporations desiring to 
use its conduit system, upon such rea- 
sonable terms and compensation as may 
be agreed upon. It also provides for 
arbitration as to the terms and com- 
pensation, but does not make such arbi- 
tration compulsory or state what shall 
be Cone in case the arbitrators fail to 
agree.

AFRAID OF THEIR PLATFORM. 
The gold campaign is one of adjectives. 

Never before in our politics have poli- 
ticlans abandoned argument for asser- 
tion and abuse so completely as have 
those in charge of the Wall Street cam- 
paign. It is heard on the stump, seen in 
the newspapers and breaks out in “pri- 
vate and confidential” circulars. 

An amusing specimen of this sort of 
work is afforded in a typewritten cir- 
cular on the official paper of the Illinois 
Republican State Central Committee un- 
der date of Chicago, July 25. Every man 
to whom this document has been sent is 
informed that upon his effort and .nflu- 
ence may rest “the grave responsibility 
of overthrowing in November the pesii- 
Jent hordes of anarchy and misrule.” 
And to arouse him to a realizing sense 
ofnhis duty this statement is made: 

“Small bands of desperate a cranks 
and agitators have often before met to- 
gether and declared war against organized 
society. It is not uncommon for a few men 
filled with the spirit of incendiarism and 
anarchy, to attempt-to set class at war with 
class, and to hold up, as a mark for the 
hatredof the unthrifty and dissatisfied,every 
man whose industry and frugality have 
enabled him to own a home of his own or 
to save a competence. Madcapes of this char- 
acter were always before without popular 
influence and unable to touch the serious 
thought of their fellow-citizens. Believers 
in law and order in both the great parties 
scorned their ee agg peg and smiled at the 
impotence of, their rage. But now an agegre- 
oper of financial cranks and repudiators, 

aving no respect for their country’s insti- 
tutions or honor, have actually captured the 
machinery and name of a great political 
party—a party which only four years ago

About all the gold standard Democrats 
én St. Louis assembled at Chatsworth Hall, 
Wednesday night, and formally organized 
the “Sound Money Democratic Club of 


6t. Louis.”

Judge Krum proceeded, dwelling on the 
benefits he represented would accrue from 
a continuance of the gold standard.

When Mr. Lehman had concluded, the 
Committee on Permanent Organization 
was ready to report and recommended that 
an organization be effected, to be known as 
the Sound Money Democratic Club of St.

Admiral 
Alden, U. S. N., gave her the unusual 
distinction of taking her on board the flag- 
Ship of the Mediterranean squadron to 
Alexandria, and thence on board the frigate 
Wachusett to Jeppo. Thence she proceeded 
to Jerusalem with an escort of sixty United 
States sailors. On the return to Alexan- 
dria the Wachusett triéd to enter the port 
of Alexandria in the night without a pilot 
and had a hole knocked in her bottom. 

After Mrs. Hicks had returned to 
America, Thomas Lord, an octogenarian 
dry goods merchant, with a fortune of $6,- 
000,000, paid suit to her, but she refused him 
and went to Europe for a season. Her ab- 
sence did not coo] Mr. Lord’s ardor, and he 
renewed his suit, with better success, when 
she came back to New York in 1877, ard 
they were married. The six children of Mr. 
Lord thereupon obtained a writ of de lun- 
atico inquirendo and sought to have the 
marriage set aside, on the ground of the 
mental incapacity of Mr. Lord. The coupe, 
however, so completely secluded them-

LINDELL HOTEL SUICIDE. 


His Amour With Miss Gillette Result- 
ed in Poverty, Drunkenness, 
Death and Disgrace. 


Miss Myrtle Gillette, the mistress of James 
B. Tucker, who cut bis throat in the Lin- 
dell Hotel Wednesday afternoon, 4s reported 
in the 6 o’clock edition of the Post-Dispatch, 
has not jumped into the river. 

Neither has she shot herself, nor taken 
poison, nor attempted her erring young life 
in any other way, as she so dramaticaliy
